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THE FUTURE FOR BUILDING 


R. J. W. STEPHENSON, in his presidential address to 
the National Federation of Building Trades Operatives 
at Blackpool, on June 22, stated, very truly, that in the 
immediate post-war years building will be the first in 
demand to repair destruction, to overcome the lag in 
housing, and to continue the clearance of the slums, 
He demanded, in fact, that we must rebuild Britain. 
With this aspiration few will be in disagreement. He 
pointed out, further, that only in respect to the mobilisation 
of labour is the Government’s post-war building policy 
clear and positive, that nothing has been done with regard 
to the land, and that the Uthwatt and Scott Reports look 
very like being shelved. He maintained that ‘‘ building is a 
social service vital to the country and ought not to be 
subject to the drawbacks resulting from the interplay 
of private interests. Most assuredly Britain will not be 
rebuilt, efficiently and properly, unless existing Government 
controls are maintained and further strengthened during 
the post-war period.” 

With much of this criticism there will be general agree- 
ment. There are, undoubtedly, considerable gaps which 
require filling in in the Government’s policy, and recent 
experiences with regard to agricultural cottages do seem to 
lend credence to the belief that, unless there is one directing 
authority, whether it be the Ministry of Works, as he 
suggests (and that body has obviously the required technical 
knowledge and experience) or not, and unless plans are 
got out and sites acquired before the recruitment of labour, 
the 1,250,000 building trace workers will be like an army 
“ all dressed up and nowhere to go.” That there may be 
political difficulties is obvious, but the present position, in 
which no one knows what he will be able to do and therefore 
can make no plans, can hardly be satisfactory to anyone 
of whatever political complexion. Mr. Stephenson main- 
tained further (and here let us hope that he is mistaken) 
that the labour market will be densely overcrowded when 
the war ends, and that as the Government propose during 
the first three years of the building programme to recruit 
and train a large number of adult workers to become 
permanent craftsmen, dilutees are inevitable. He is 
here frankly pessimistic, considering that unless the power 
of Trades Unionism intervenes a state of casual employ- 
ment and bad conditions will result as in the period between 
the two wars. 

He pressed for the intensification of union activities to 
get every man in for the guaranteed week, and that building 
should be regarded by the people and by all in authority, 
and organised and carried into practice, as a war of con- 
struction. Unfortunately it is easier to organise for war, 
when the interests of all are the same, than for peace, when 
they widely differ. 

No one is likely to quarrel with the demand that the 
post-war building programme should be planned and organ- 
ised in a businesslike way. That is obviously reasonable. 
The real question is whether it is to be State-controlled and 
carried through without too much regard for the interests 
of property, or whether it is to be carried out largely by 
private enterprise. On this question there is obviously 
going to be—and indeed already is—very considerable 
controversy. It is a political question pure and simple, 
and does not lie within the scope of a technical journal. 
But there is another and very much bigger question 
underlying all. 


The building trade is, and must always be, as we pointed 
out in our recent leader on ‘ The Cost of Building,” ancillary 
to all other industries. Though in time it comes first, yet 
it is not first in importance, since there must be work to 
do before buildings can be constructed to do it in, and 
houses cannot be built if no one can afford to live in them. 
What makes us a little dubious is that towards the end 
of his address, Mr. Stephenson said, “‘ and we want every- 
thing that men in an abundantly rich civilised society, 
making their contribution to the wealth and well-being of 
that society, are entitled to have.”” Why does Mr. Stephen- 
son think that we are going to be a rich society ? 

We cannot help thinking that in common with so many 
other planners of the New World, whether they be eminent 
architects or politicians of all Parties, he is concéntrating 
on superstructure and the fagade before considering the 
foundations. It is a very natural error. What are our 
foundations in the post-war world to be? Many things 
will be changed after the war, but one important matter will 
be the same. We are a small island with a large popula- 
tion, and we cannot produce all our food. We must therefore 
import, and imports must be paid for by exports. The 
greater the cost of all internal services the greater the cost 
of exports, and therefore the greater the difficulty of com- 
peting in the world’s markets. It may be said that the 
old world system of international competition has gone and 
will not be revived. Let us sincerely hope that inter- 
national co-operation will continue, but let us also admit 
that it may not. Other nations may again say, as in 1920, 
“To your tents, O Israel; what part have we with the seed 
of Jesse?” Itis one thing, after all, to unite for war, and 
make sacrifices for others when defeat means one’s own 
destruction ; it is quite another to unite for peace and 
make sacrifices for people of other lands thousands of miles 
away; and an allocation of the export trade of the world 
will mean sacrifice. 

In this respect, in fact, what happens after the war to 
every one of us, including building trade workers, depends 
on other nations. St. Paul’s remark to the Romans that 
‘“ we are all members, one of another,” though he meant it 
spiritually, looks like being true economically nearly -two 
thousand years after it was written. If world co-operation 
becomes a permanent fact then all our roseate dreams may 
come true, but if it does not, and we must at least envisage 
the possibility, then we are back very much where we were 
economically in 1939, except that we shall not be so well 
off. The reason that we say the last is this. Most of the 
Dominions and China are now making munitions them- 
selves. These plants will most certainly be switched over 
to peace production and they may very probably manu- 
facture their own goods instead of buying from us. If this 
is so we shall not be a rich nation, far from it, and it will 
be urgently necessary to keep the cost of the sheltered 
industries down to the minimum. To do this in the building 
industry without reducing wages and still maintaining the 

guaranteed week will require the highest possible rate of 
production—in other words—work. 

We are sorry not to see any mention of this point in 
Mr. Stephenson’s address. Production has fallen alarmingly 
in the building trade for some time, and it is vitally necessary 
to increase it. To go back to our original simile, we 


must lay our foundations before we can erect our building, 
and our foundation in the post-war world must be work.

A National Gallery Lecture. 

Tue historical introduction to the 
lecture by Mr. Verner O. Rees at the 
National Gallery on June 21, “was 
perhaps more interesting to the lay 
part of his audience than his exposi- 
tion of what was hoped for after the 
war. Probably it was equally novel. 
Few of them can have known that at 
the time Cobbett was making his 
“Rural Rides”’ the Great Wen was 
still so circumscribed that Kensing- 
ton Gardens and Regent’s Park jutted 
out into virgin country. Cobbett him- 
self lived in Kensington and when at 
home rode horseback to his office in 
Fleet-street. 

In Mr. Rees’s exposition of his 
Committee’s hopes for the future it 
happened that the map of what is 
aimed at was shown before the map of 
what is. Consequently the audience 
saw first recentralised areas sur- 
rounded by parkways and open spaces, 
and then the same areas with the 
beginnings of a network of new streets 
between them or, in older neighbour- 
hoods, with existing property where a 
parkway is to be made. If the plan is 
to be carried out some new streets in 
the suburbs will have to be removed, 
as well as some derelict and obso- 
lescent property nearer the centre. 


Those Rural Houses. 

THouGuH the Ministry of Works has 
obtained prices from big contractors 
for its new type agricultural cottages, 
local builders will still be given an 
opportunity of quoting for them. This 
was announced by Mr. Leslie Wallis, 
J.P., President of the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers, at 
a meeting of the Southern Counties 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers in London on June 24. 

** Briefly,’ said Mr. Wallis, “ the 
position is this. Local authorities 
were instructed by the Ministry of 
Health last February to obtain tenders 
for the cottages allotted to them. In 
every case, owing to the nature of the 
plans, the prices were too high, and 
the Ministry of Health refused to 
accept’ them. Then the Ministry of 
Works came in with new plans for a 
simplified cottage. It has already ob- 
tained estimates from big contractors 
for the building of 50 or 100 of these 
new type. cottages in all parts of the 
country concerned, and only the 
builder with the lowest tender for the 
Ministry of Health cottages is to be 
asked to tender in competition with 
them. If the price he is able to offer 
is acceptable to the Ministry of Health, 
he will get the work. 

“In areas where the Local Authority 
has not obtained satisfactory local 
tenders by July 8, the Ministry of 
Works will give the Ministry of 
Health the names of the contractors 
with whom they have arranged satis- 
factory prices. The Ministry of Works 
itself will not do the work. According 
to present arrangements they will have 
completed their part of the work in 
introducing suitable contractors to the 
Ministry of Health. I have urged the 
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Ministry of Works as strongly as I can 
to give an assurance that the big con- 
tractor will not be employed until the 
local builder has had an opportunity 
of quoting for the new cottages, but 
all I was able to get was the promise 
that if it is at all possible to give a 
short extension of time for the Local 
Authority to get local tenders, the 
Ministry will try to give that exten- 
sion.” 

Ai a luncheon after the annual meet- 
ing, which Mrs. Wallis also attended, 
Mr. Wallis was presented with a gold 
wrist-watch for his services to the 
Southern Federation, and also in 
recognition of his election to the Presi- 
dency of the National Federation.

A Reconstruction Report: National 
Building Board Proposed. 
To THe Eprror or The Builder. 

Sir,—The Prime Minister’s call to 
the people in his speech of Sunday, 
March 21, to look beyond the horizon 
of war, as it were to the ‘‘ Promised 
Land,” together with all that issues 
from reflection upon Sir William 
Beveridge’s Report, has brought to a 
head an investigation which has been 
proceeding privately for several 
months. 

We, the undersigned, have examined 
and considered together the numerous 
official and other reports dealing with 
the question of reconstruction in its 
two aspects of planning and home 
building. From our individual and 
collective experience, extending over 
many years of large-scale construction, 
planning, and the varied social and 
political problems to which these are 
related, we have reached certain con- 
clusions which we are agreed must be 
implemented by legislation in the near 
future, if plans depending upon Minis- 
terial and Parliamentary decision are 
to become operative so soon as the 
European sphere is freed from war 
conditions. 

We subscribe to the first principle of 
the Beveridge Report, namely, that there 
should ba ‘‘ Freedom from Want,”’ believing 
that the main essentials for the health, 
contentment and higher development of 
our people are: (1) An abundance of 
wholesome food; (2) adequate clothing; 
(3) a sufficiency of well-planned houses to 
sustain the whole population. Educational 
opportunity, plentiful work with satisfying 
employment, facilities for leisure and cul- 
tural development should also find full ex- 
pression; and we believe that a healthy, 
good home environment is the basis of a 
great nation. Unless decisions are now 
taken upon certain questions which have 
already too long been the subject of much 
discussion and controversy, the replanning 
of the country and the better housing of 
our people, with the parallel development 
of social amenities, will be delayed long 
after hostilities have ceased, and the 
reconstruction programme itself will be 
intolerably held up. 

Failure promptly to enable the building 
industry to mobilise the whole of its 
resources, both traditional and those 
resulting from the most recent and 
scientific discoveries, will certainly produce 
widespread. social discontent, and dis- 
appoint millions of men and women serving 
in the Fighting Forces and on the Home 
Front. 

From our examination of the basic and 
essential factors of the problem there does 
not appear to be any reason why there 
should be delay, provided that the neces- 
sary preliminary action is now taken, and 
we put forward, therefore, the following 
agreed resolutions as representing the 
minimum action required for this purpose : 

1. Ranking high in the Freedoms for 
which we fight is the freedom of the land. 
Restrictive and development powers in 
land should be vested in the community. 

2. Within the framework of national 
planning, local authorities’ should prepare 
the plans for the building programme in 
their areas, similar powers being granted 
to grouped rural areas and small townships, 
private architects and other specialists 
being employed. 

3. Programmes of sites, complete with 
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roads and services, should be produced 
and commenced immediately. 

4. In order to achieve a comprehensive 
post-war housing and civic development 
programme it is desirable to set up a 
National Building Board, under a Chair- 
man appointed by a Minister of the Crown. 
The members of this Board would be 
drawn from local authorities; building and 
allied industries (employers and _ trade 
unions); building societies, etc. 

5. Building societies should be grouped 
or amalgamated into larger units to make 
more effective use of their combined 
resources, operating on a charter unifying 
terms and _ procedure throughout the 
country. 

6. The machinery and effort of the 
National Savings Campaign should, after 
the war, be diverted to housing needs, 
investments in building societies taking, 
for this purposé, the place of War Savings 
Certificates and similar Government 
securities. 

7. The building industry should be 
grouped into four categories :— 

(a) Builders on the National Register, 
listed by the Ministry of Works as 
capable of large-scale construction. 

(b) Builders with capacity to operate 
up to a financial limit of, say, £250,000 
annually, more especially for works of 
urban housing and medium-sized build- 
ings. 

(c) Builders whose operations are con- 
ited to rural housing and small building 
work. 

(d) Builders whose operations are con- 
fined to jobbing and repair work. 

8. In order to supply the labour neces- 
sary for the building industry, a compre- 
hensive scheme of training must be pro- 
duced forthwith. 

9. Within the building industry a high 
standard of design and craft must be 
secured, with continuous employment at 
fair wage rates for all those engaged 
therein. 

10. In the reconstruction of areas in 
cities and towns, adequate provision must 
be made for open spaces; and rehousing 
should be governed by the necessity for a 
reduction in transport. charges in the 
weekly home budget, these veductions 
being expressed in higher standards of 
housing.

Dear Srrx,—Your reply to our letter of 
May 14 was placed before the Execu- 
tive Committee of this Council at their 
meeting on June 2. 

My Council did not feel that the common 
practice which had obtained for tendering 
for housing proposals before the war is at 
all suitable for the present conditions, for 
the following reasons :— 

1. By reason of calling up for armed 
forces and war industries, technical staffs 
employed in builders’ offices have been 
reduced to an absolute minimum. In one 
case quoted to us 24 builders submitted 
tenders which involved the preparation of 
24 sets of quantities, and even if these 
were roughly drawn the amount of labour 
entailed was wholly out of proportion to 
the value of the work to be done. 


2. It is felt that in view of the present 
position of the building industry your 


Ministry is taking an unfair advantage of 
the scarcity of work to obtain prices from 
the builders. 
3. In regard to the practice obtaining in 
municipal housing, my Council desires to 
draw your attention to the fact that in 
their experience such work has invariably 
been made the subject of quantities. They 
also wish to place on record that such 
minor items as street shelters have had 
measured quantities supplied upon which 
to base estimates for tendering. 
4. The housing under review involves 
several variations of type and construction 
and other variations in site conditions, 
which all involve additional work in 
pricing without quantities. 
We trust, therefore, that having regard 
to the reasons stated above, you will be 
able to see your way to review the policy 
which you have so far followed, and we 
hope that on consideration you will agree 
that some modification would not only be 
more fair to the industry as a whole, but 
in the long run of advantage to your 
Department.

Srr,—Much publicity has been 
recently given to the high tenders 
submitted for the erection of cottages 
for agricultural workers and to what 
is more or less the threat made by 
the. Minister of Health and the 
Minister. of Works that unless lower 
tendérs are forthcoming they will have 
to call in some of the large contractors 
whod* have had wide experience in 
carrying out large contracts for the 
Government, to do the ‘work. 
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In my-opinion, there is a big difference 
between carrying out large contracts and 
the erection of small isolated blocks of cot- 
tages in rural areas. Past experience tends 
to prove that the small builder was able to 
erect these cottages at.a more competitive 
price than the large contractor. In those 
days the small builder had his own men 
living in the district and he had some 
measure of control over them. He is not 
in that position to-day, and he is indeed 
fortunate if he has any fit men under 41 
years of age left. As things are to-day, 
the large contractor who has been carry- 
ing out contracts for the Government 
possesses plenty of up-to-date plant and 
transport pase ie together with a reason- 
able number of young ‘‘key’’ men, and 
he is therefore in a much better position 
to compete for what work is available to- 
day, especially if he can still retain his 
young men, 

It is assumed that the contracts will be 
carried out under the Essential Work 
(Building and Civil Engineering) Order, 
so that the various allowances regarding 
the guaranteed week, travelling and _sub- 
sistence, etc., will have to be paid if the 
work is done by a large or small con- 
tractor. 

It would be of much interest if the 
Ministry of Works would publish the 
prices per block of two and per block of 
four cottages of their design based on 
their Standard Schedule of Prices, so that 
comparison might be made with the prices 
already submitted. This might give a 
guide to the present-day cost of the work 
and substantiate or otherwise the charge 
that the tenders received are too high. 

In these days of depleted staffs it is 
hoped that the Ministries will issue a 
standard bill of quantities for each type 
of cottage to contractors wishing to 
tender. This would save a great deal of 
time and everyone would be tendering on 
the same level. 

With regard to the construction of the 
cottages, it should be the aim to spread 
over the work in as many branches as 
possible so as to ease the strain on the 
small number of building operatives avail- 
able to-day. I think more use might be 
made of fabricated steelwork, and I 
should like to see a design made up of 
light-steel framing, with steel joists and 
roof trusses with brick panelled walls, 
wood purlins covered with either slates or 
tiles. This is common construction for 
business and factory premises, and I can- 
not see why it cannot be applied to 
cottage construction. A great deal of the 
work would be done in the workshops and 
at a fairly competitive price if mass pro- 
duction applied. This would help the 
steel trade at a time when it might need 
work and ease the building trades at the 
same time. It may be that this has 
already been considered, but I have not 
yet seen a design incorporating these 
ideas. ~ PROGRESSIVE.

(as published) issued by the Ministry oj 
Health and the Ministry: of Works ty 
local authorities, surely those interested 
in future housing can only register their 
strong disapproval of these plans, now 
that it is clear that the houses to be built 
from them are to take their place as 4 
contribution to the rural housing pro. 
gramme. The plans appear to have bem 
prepared with total disregard to all the 
recommendations and evidence on women’s 
needs in future housing which have been 
submitted to the Ministry of Health 
Sub-Committee dealing with the matter. 

To build such houses will be merely to 
encourage future potential slums. The 
do not embody any of the essentials which 
the public of this country (as shown in the 
evidence collected) consider should be 
embodied in all types of future houses. 

In justice to the men and women who 
are now in the Forces, and the thousands 
who are not in a position to voice their 
opinion, are we to accept as an excuse for 
such severe modifications the suggestion 
that the cost of more spacious, better. 
equipped and more skilfully planned 
houses would be too expensive? Are we 
prepared to view with equanimity the 
excuse that materials are in short supply, 
if, as stated, these new houses are to take 
their place as part of the post-war housing 
schemes ? 

The need for new accommodation for 
agricultural workers is obvious and Vital, 
but the cause would be better served by 
temporary accommodation (such as that 
supplied for munition workers) and recog. 
nised as such, than by building dwellings 
that are not in any way designed in ac. 
cordance with the modern conception of 
good housing.

Trades and Professions.

Srr,—Replying to Mr. Barton [The 
Builder, June 4], I think that my pro- 
gramme of federation is large enough 
without consideration of the personnel 
of the great State Departments. It may 
suffice for the present to aim at the 
federation of the various institutional 
bodies. ” 

A good beginning would be to federate 
the various raultiple bodies, such as the 
engineering, surveying, architectural and 
accountancy professions. In view of the 
lack of vision revealed by the history of 
professional bodies, that would seem 4 
great advance to many, but. I hope to 
see a growth of opinion which will recog- 
nise the necessity of proceeding to the 
larger scheme, the consummation of which 
would be the inclusion of every manual 
worker and every professional man in an 
appropriate trade union or professional 
organisation. The federation of multiple 
bodies would result in settling their 
differences and preventing that bickering 
for which the technical Press provides an 
outlet, but it would do nothing to settle 
the differences as regards overlapping, 
priorities in joint operations, unnecessary 
societies, and other evils which arise be- 
tween arehitects and engineers, between 
lawyers. and estate agents, between 
salaried officials and private practitioner. 

There is no incompatibility between a 
group of all building interests—architects, 
quantity surveyors, Builders and employees 
—to secure closer contacts and more efficient 
work, and the inclusion contemporaneously 
of architects and quantity surveyors in the 
federation I envisage.

Permissive Building Control. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 


Sir,—The outbreak of the war 
brought into existence a multitude of 
problems, many of which could be 
dealt with by “‘ revamping” experi- 
ence, a few one suspects by the appli- 
cation of science, and the greater part 
by cut-and-try methods. : 

Pre-peace reconstruction will probably 
follow much the same lines with, one 
hopes, the same boldness that gave us so 
much valuable domestic legislation in the 
last century; much of this was wholly 
experimental, in the main adequate, and 
has no doubt been of great benefit to 
society. Can we try some broad-gauge 
experiments in another direction—recog- 
nise that the war, besides turning every 
sort of activity topsy-turvy, may have a 
purpose in the recasting of values and 
afford us an opportunity to consider the 
better utilisation of material. things? 

Building is an activity where much can 
be improved ; imprisoned in every way by 
bye-laws and codes, it reflects the past 
too strongly, and though tradition had 
much merit and has produced magnificent 
results, it has done so at the expense of 
utility and with much waste of material. 
Economic considerations will, one fears, 
weigh heavily in post-war construction, to 
meet which one suggests a radical change 
—that of permissive rather than mandatory 
control of building. 

Take, for instance, a frame office build- 
ing which would bring to a single example 
a group of regulations. Let the authorities 
issue to a reputable designer a permit for 
the construction of such a_ building, 
waiving the whole of the relative codes, 
asking only that he would submit his 
proposals to a panel of professional col- 
leagues (as an advisory committee) -and 
reserving the right to condemn the struc- 
ture or modify details if on due inquisition 
it were found prejudicial to safety and/or 
public welfare; it would then hold a sanc- 
tion against an absolutely freak creation 
while the common law would place the 
underlying responsibility. 

Such an experiment would give scope for 
the use of many materials and methods 
now banned, some on account of mere 
inertia in the code authorities, others on 
time-expired pseudo-scientific grounds. It 
would crystallise much modern thought, 
and doubtless many novel and contro- 
versial points would be cleared up by 
ad hoc research. 

In front of one’s mind have been the 
restrictions on height of buildings, insist- 
ence on extravagant plumbing, stress 
limitations and fire protection require- 
ments. Forwarp.

Sir,—Your editorial on “‘ The Cost 
of Building’?

upon Lord Portal’s speech to the 
House of Lords (in which he stated 


that the cost of housing is now 
approximately 105 per cent. over the 
pre-war cost) emphasises once again 
the necessity for a completely new set 
of Standard Building Bye-laws, which 
will permit of lower cost house-build- 
ing, without relaxation of the essential 
requirements as to stability, heat 
transmission, damp, weather, and fire- 
proofness and hygienic conditions. 
Were the bye-laws framed in general 
terms, such as ‘‘ External walls must have 
a resistance to heat transmission not less 
than that of a solid 84-in. brick wall plas- 
tered one side; and must be fire-resisting 
and weatherproof,’ they would allow 
architects and builders to produce an 
almost unlimited variety of sound mate- 
rials and methods of construction giving 
increased production and reduced costs. 
As Lord Portal remarks, ‘‘ If you want 
to reduce the figure of 105 per cent. 
above the pre-war to, say, 50 per cent., 
you will have to do it either by working 
at greater speed or by different methods.” 
Even your suggestion that the post-war 
labour output might reasonably be in- 
creased by 35 per cent. without increasing 
remuneration would only effect, at best, 
15 per cent. to 20 per cent. reduction in 
total cost; and if, as you say, building 
costs are so important to our post-war 
internal economy, then prefabrication (at 
least for several years after this war) 
appears to offer the best solution. We 
inust, however, have a completely new 
and rational set of Standard Building Bye- 
laws to permit of this, and I consider it 
of paramount importance to the building 
industry and the country that the Govern- 
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ment take positive steps in this direction 
at least at the earliest. possible moment.

4. That materials are released to 
enable air-raid repairs and urgent main- 
tenance ‘repairs to be executed promptly 
to enable us to continue to serve the 
people of Wandsworth now and in the 
future.”

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OFFICE BLOCK FOR A FACTORY 


MR. L. J. MULTON, A.I.A.A., ARCHITECT 


AS THE SITE FOR THIS OFFICE BLOCK 
imposed no limitations, it was possible 
to design a building which, when 
finally completed by the additions of 
offices 5 and 6, will be symmetrical in 
plan, taking full advantage of the fact 
that- windows could be placed on all 
four elevations. No sacrifice was made, 
however, in this planning which has 
prevented its full functional use as an 
administration block. Each office has 
been provided with ample window 
space, and those on the front elevation 
bordering the entrance, which has a 
southern aspect, have windows with a 
girth of approximately 25 ft. each. 
Certain of the offices are provided with 
built-in cupboards, and a_ large 
stationary cupboard and strong-room 
have been incorporated. 

The main entrance vestibule is 
lighted mainly by a reinforced concrete 
laylight forming part of the structure 
of the flat roof; in addition, the glazed 
double entrance doors, framed in solid 
English oak, allow an appreciable 
amount of extra light to penetrate. 
The corridor has borrowed light from 
this vestibule in the centre portion 
and is additionally lit by windows at 
each extremity. A separate entrance 
for workpeople is provided with 
clocking-in and time-checking facilities ; 
this entrance is. also used for trade 
inquiries. 

Multi-coloured rustic bricks with 
raked mortar joints have been used for 
the walls; the sills, coping and 
entrance surround are in reconstructed 
Portland stone. The roof is a rein- 
forced concrete flat, weatherproofed 
with Ruberoid:. Internal finishings are 
cream distempered plaster walls, oak 
tongued and grooved flooring laid on 


battens inset in a damp-proofed cement 
screed overlaid with mastic. All pipes 
of the low-pressure central-heating sys- 
tem are concealed in a duct beneath 


the corridor floor, from which services 

are taken to radiators in each office. 
The work was executed by Messrs. 

Southern’s, Ltd., of Widnes, Lancs. 
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PITCHED ROOFS 
PRECAST CONCRETE CONSTRUCTION. 


A system of precast concrete pitched 
roof construction has been developed by 
the British Cast Concrete Federation in 
collaboration with the Ministry of Works, 
primarily in connection with the Ministry's 
programme for housing agricultural 
workers. The system uses no timber 
scantlings, is suitable for use with plain 
or interlocking tiles or slates, and is de- 
signed to accommodate the normal range 
of domestic spans. The weights of the 
precast members have been restricted to 
a range which may be handled by two 
men. A planned system of erection has 
been worked out on the basis of complete 
roof erection by one skilled and two 
unskilled operatives. 

The system makes the construction of 
pitched roofs—finished in traditional mate- 
rials—practicable under war-time condi- 
tions. The finished roof is more permanent 
than a similar structure using timber 
scantlings, and has the further advantage 
of a much higher degree of fire resistance. 

Without entering into a discussion on 
the respective msthetic merits of flat or 
pitched roofs, it may be generally agreed 
that there are circumstances where the 
selection of a pitched roof, finished in 
traditional materials, is particularly 
desirable. The precast concrete roof struc- 
ture has been designed to enable entirely 
traditional roofing techniques to be fol- 
lowed, and no departure from accepted 
practice is necessary. 

Quite apart from ssthetic considera- 
tions, the supply of suitable labour and 
materials for tile and slate roofing is con- 
siderably greater in many rural areas than 
that available for less traditional tech- 
niques. 


Detailing. 

The general detailing of the roof system 
may be seen from the isometric projection 
drawing 1, and detail drawings 2 and 3. 
It consists of :— 

(a) Precast concrete eaves plates 
4ft. 4in. long, bedded on the external 
walls. The plates are restrained by tie- 
beams at intervals between gables, and

(b) Precast concrete tie-beams spanning 
the external walls and located in slots in 
the eaves plates. The slots in the eaves 
plates occur at the ends, and each tie-beam 
is therefore bearing on two plates at each 
end. The tie-beams are formed of two 
units bolted together. The joint may be 
arranged to occur over an internal wall, 
but this, however, is not essential. The 
web of the tie-beams is pierced with holes 
to provide fixing for ceiling hangers, and 
to allow conduit..to be passed through. 
Approximate weight of tie-beams : 20.6 lb. 
per foot run. 

(c) Precast concrete rafters located at 
the eaves in the plates, and jointed at the 
apex by threaded tubular studs passing 
through ferrules cast into the rafter ends. 
The stud to each pair of rafters is fixed 
to the stud on either side by screwed 
sockets. The eaves end of each rafter is 
nnished. to a radius locating in a radial 
groove in the eaves plate. This allows the 
pitch of the roof to be modified within 
limits, to accommodate variations in span. 
An 11 ft. Qin. rafter gives a 40 deg. pitch 
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on an internal building span of 17 ft. 3 in. 
Approximate weight of rafter : 188 lb. 

(d) Support for tiles or slates and 
thermal wmsulation is provided by- either 
light-weight reinforced wood-wool slabs 
or by light-weight concrete slabs. With 
wood-wool slabs tiling battens are used, 
but with the light-weight concrete slabs 
slots are provided in each slab to take the 
tile nibs. Light-weight concrete slabs are 
2ft. by 1ft. by 1hin. and weigh 18 lb. 
per unit. Coefficient of thermal trans- 
mission: 1.75 B.T.U. per inch’ thick, 
per ft. super, per hour, per F. deg. Wood- 
wool slabs are 6 ft. by 2ft. by lsin., 
weighing 6 lb. per foot super. Coefficient 
of thermal transmission : 0.58 B.T.U. per 
inch thick, per ft. super, per hour,’ per 
F. deg. The slabs are fixed to the rafters 
by 16g. metal strip clips screwed to wood 
plugs cast in the rafters. Finish at the 
gable ends is by continuing the slab on to 
the wall and finishing the tile verge in 
the normal way. 

(e) Ceilings.—Suspended ceilings _ of 
fibre- or plaster-board may be attached to 
the tie-beams by strap hangers and fixed 
by a suitable patent fixing system.

(f) Scaled Ceilings.—An alternative type 
of eaves plate and modified tie-beam are 
available for use where a scaled ceiling is 
required.

A typical 40 deg. roof, covering a dwell- 
ing area of 485 sq. ft., 17 ft. Sin. clear 
span between walls and 27 ft. 6in. long 
between gable ends requires the following 
materials :— 

Concrete : 102 cubic feet. Steel rein- 
forcement: 6561b. Timber (using tiling 
battens and wood-wool slabs) : 20.4 cu. ft. 
Timber (using light-weight concrete slabs) : 
none. Plain tile finish ; 4,500 tiles. Total 
weight of roof ; 16 tons. 


Costs. 

The cost of a roof structure of the. type 
outlined is about the same as a roof con- 
structed with timber in the orthodox 
fashion, if the timber roof were insulated 
in the same way. A comparison of cost 
between pitched roofs and flat roofs shows 
that the flat roof, properly insulated, costs 
nearly as much as a pitched roof. If allow- 
ance is made for the fact that special pro- 
vision has to be made for housing water- 
tanks, etc., the cost is almost identical. 
Although designed primarily in connec- 
tion with the programme for housing 
agricultural workers, this system of con- 
struction is likely to be applied to a far 
wider field in the future. 

The obvious advantages of non-timber 
pitched roof construction, from the aspects 
of permanence and fire-resistance, suggest 
an importance beyond that of the develop- 
ment of a purely war-time substitute form 
of construction. 

A specimen roof has been erected at 
the request of the Ministry of Works on 
their site at the back of the Tate Gallery, 
and another at the Riverhead Works of 
the Marley Tile Company, Ltd., London- 
road, Riverhead, Sevenoaks, Kent. 


Housing Survey in Ulster. 

In three. months from June 1 the 
Northern Ireland Ministry of Home 
Affairs hope to complete a housing survey 
of the whole of Northern Ireland to secure 
information to be used in connection with 
post-war planning and housing. It is de- 
signed to secure details of the relation 
between the number’ of houses, the accom- 
modation in them, and the number of 
people who have to be accommodated, 
and, consequently, the amount of present 
overcrowding for the elimination of which 
additional houses will be required. — It. will 
also provide valuable information about 
the general structure and condition of 
repairs of houses throughout the Province.

TWO ALTERNATIVES TO THE 
** CLOVER-LEAF.” 
THE accompanying designs are by Ing. 
Arch. Ernest Pollak and Warnett

following notes :— 


** The Switchback Crossing.” 

The ‘* Switchback ” design is-an alterna- 
tive to either the ‘‘ Clover-leaf’’ or 
** Maltese ’’ crossings. It attempts to avoid 
certain disadvantages of the ‘‘ Clover- 
leaf,’’ viz. : high cost, reduction of ground 
area. and greater simplicity of circulation. 
lt is limited to two levels as against the 
four levels of the ‘‘ Maltese ’’ crossing. 
Furthermore, the height above ground is 
exceedingly small, since the difference in 
levels is equally divided above and below 
gee levels. This permits construction 

y simple earth embankments, 

The new principle consists in depressing 
the roundabout circle at two opposite 
sides, thus forming a gradual switchback. 
The through ‘traffic si the two main roads 
runs through directly on the centre double- 
track without checking speed. Only turn- 
ing traffic need use the roundabout. This 
means that the volume of roundabout 
traffic is cut to less than half, thus reduc- 
ing risk of accidents during interweaving. 
In this country, where ideal conditions do 
not obtain, and cycle traffic is permitted 
on arterial roads, the cyclist is more safely 
accommodated by- using the roundabout 
for either turning or through traffic. 


“The 3-Level Crossing.” 

This design differs from the ‘‘ Switch- 
back ’’ in that the roundabout is flat and 
at ground level. It 1s suitable for urban 
crossings where ground area may be 
restricted. It has the advantage that it is 
suitable where the arterial roads do not 
cross at right angles. Interweaving length 
is dependent upon volume of traffic. As 
has been pointed out, roundabout traffic is 
reduced to a minimum. Smaller round- 
abouts are therefore possible. Additional 
minor roads can be incorporated into 
either scheme. in the roundabouts.

MR. KENYON AT THE NATIONAL 
GALLERY. 


Recentty Mr. A. W. Kenyon opened 
the series of lectures now being given in 
connection with the London gional 
Planning -Exhibition at the National 
Gallery. 

Mr. Kenyon had no maps or drawings to 
illustrate his lecture, but these were in 
other rooms and could be consulted after- 
wards by the people who made up the 
audience. In particular there was the large 
map showing a view from above of the 
London Region as reformed according to 
the ideas of the Committee. In this map 
one could see the various districts sur- 
rounded by green belts; Chelsea, for 
example, bounded by parks or parkways 
wherever it did not touch the river. 

The lecturer explained that parkways 
were to be made partly by joiming up 
existing open spaces—privately or publicly 
owned—and _ partly by pulling down 
pease buildings. They would bring 
resh air into all parts of the London area, 
and they would open up the pogsibility 
of walking under trees from, say, the 
corner of Euston-road into the country. 
Through them railways and motor traffic 
would come to the centre. Through them 
also swould go the ring roads enabling 
the motorist to get from one side of the 
London region to the other without cross- 
ray Sine most congested area. 

eople asked, said Mr. Kenyon, why 
the Committee had not designed any 
houses, but before houses could be built 
sites must be prepared, and it was this 
preparation of sites on which the Com- 
mittee had been engaged. Besides the 
advantages already mentioned, the park- 
ways would recentralise living areas, and 
this it was hoped would help keep alive 
an interest in people’s minds in the neigh- 
bourhoods in which they lived. 

There was no time for discussion, but 
those who were sufficiently interested were 
invited to put written questions in the 
box so that they might be dealt with at 
the Brains Trust meeting on July 5.

AN INFORMAL MEETING. 


An informal meeting of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects to discuss ‘‘ The 
Activities of the R.I.B.A, during the War 
and the place of the Architect in the 
Post-war World”’ was held on Tuesday 
evening at 66, Portland-place, with the 
President in the chair. Incidentally, it 
transpired in the course of the proceedings 
that in the whole course of his term of 
office this was the first time Mr. Ansell 
had presided at a general meeting of the 
Institute. 

Mr. MicHaeL Warternouse, M.C. (Hon. 
Sec., R.I.B.A.), opened the discussion, 
saying the purpose of the meeting was 
that the honorary officers and executive 
of the Institute might have an opportunity 
of voicing their own opinions and hearing 
those of the membership. The architec- 
tural profession had suffered more than 
any other as the result of the war. Civil 
pbuilding had been stopped very early. 
Since then there had been alleviations, 
with the bringing about of which the 
RI.B.A. had had a great deal to do; 
but those alleviations had been at the 
expense of the architect’s ordinary occu- 
pation : they consisted in such things as 
absorption into the Forces, war-time 
work and work in connection with war 
damage.. The remedy for the causes of 
their dissatisfaction rested in the hands of 
individuals as much as in those of any 
corporate body. One complaint commonly 
made was that there was a general decline 
of the profession from its position as the 
controlling force in the building industry. 
Architects, it was said, did not occupy 
the position-due to them either in the eyes 
of other professions or the general public. 

But if each and every member of the body 
corporate was fitted and trained so that 
architects could vindicate their right to 
he pedestal they claimed, the world would 
see them in the light in which they wished 
o be seen. What was needed was the 
education of the whole community in the 
appreciation of architecture and in the ser- 
rice rendered by architects, and the setting 
p of a standard for the architect so high 
hat there could be no question of his 
ability to give all the various services the 
public had a right to expect from him. 
he special committee set up by the Board 
of Architectural Education in 1939 ‘had 
mow divided itself -into four sub-com- 
mittees. One of its main considerations 
was the need for a minimum period of office 
experience before election to Associate- 
ship, another was the level of the essential 
standards of construction and building 
science that must be taught. The Public 
elations Committee had been abolished 
because of the war, but was to be re-estab- 
ished.. Another matter was unity, and 
here was a confusion of thought between 
nity and unification. . Unification was 
pnly another name for the problem of the 
elationship of the R.I.B.A. to all other 
professional bodies, and it was a delusion 
o think that unification was an essential 
prelude to unity. If unification was to 
lean universality it must. mean dilution, 
bud therefore: a lower standard of qualifi- 
ation: here the Institute had to make 
ts choice between being able to speak for 
he entire profession, or being able to 
pont to its constituents as being those 
rchitects who set before themselves the 
highest ideals and standards. 

The R.I.B.A. should set the’ standard 
0 which others must conform. There 
ould never be unity so long as a distinc- 
lon was drawn between. official . and 
private architects : they must be all archi- 
ects together. 
liscontent was the relation of the pro- 

















































































A third major cause of- 
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fession to civil engineering. _ The provinces 
of the two. professions ‘were different. 
Each gave special services. At times they 
joined to carry out a job, but they 
remained distinct the one from the other. 
Here, again, education was needed. The 
community must be taught what each of 
the two professions could give, the 
engineer must be initiated into the mys- 
teries of architecture so far as to be able 
to appreciate the boundary between the 
two professions, while the architect should 
learn that the mysteries of engineering 
were little more than the application of 
common sense and planning to everyday 
problems with rules of arithmetic, algebra 
and geometry. Another cause of discon- 
tent was an idea that the present régime 
of the R.I.B.A. was not democratic. 
Democracy was the foundation of the 
Institute’s constitution, and through the 
Allied Societies this constitution gave 
comparatively proportional representation 
throughout the country. The affairs and 
business of the Institute were controlled 
by the Council, and the Council member- 
ship was based on the representative prin- 
ciple. Whether or not there was an annual 
election the Council was an ever-changing 
body. It was the governing body and had 
decided in each of the last three years 
against petitioning the Privy Council for 
an election. If it was said the Council 
was dominated by the War Executive it 
must be remembered that the Council had 
elected the War Executive Committee. 
In the early days of the war a scheme had 
been formulated by the R.I.B.A. by 
which the services of the whole profession 
could be used by the Government. That 
scheme had been turned down, but 
immense good had been done by the Insti- 
tute’s President both officially and 
unofficially. All knew of the work of the 
Reconstruction Committee, and here the 
Institute was not only grateful for the 
time and labour given by the Committee, 
but was proud of the results. An immense 
amount of work had been done for archi- 
tects in the Forces, obtaining commissions 
in the Royal Engineers and. getting trans- 
fers to that regiment from non-technical 
units. A great number of packets had 
been sent to prisoners of war, and at last 
the Institute had succeeded in having 
examinations held in prisoner-of-war camps 
in Germany. A scheme for the demobilisa- 
tion of architects and students had been 
submitted to the Ministry of Labour and 
had been well received. All along the 
Council had had an idea of safeguarding 
the interests of the one-man-practice 
serving member. If the future was to be 
as architects wished it to be, they must 
make it so, and make it so now. There 
must be a plan, not only a physical one 
but a national one embracing industry, 
sociology and economics. There was now 
a Ministry of Planning, but as yet nothing 
concrete was forthcoming, and the nation 
was becoming alive to the disaster that 
threatened unless there was a plan. With 
regard to the personal aspect of the ques- 
tion as to the place of the architect in 
the: post-war world, there would be a 
shortage of materials and possibly of 
labour, and for this the remedy was a 
sympathetic - control of materials and 
labour and a sympathetic programme of 
construction based on the relative needs 
and urgencies of the different works. 
There was the prospect of work before the 
building industry, but how were architects 
to share in it? Would all the work be 


‘done by Ministries, Departments and local 


authorities? Would work. be so controlled 
that there would be no place for the private 
architect?’ Or, again, would prefabrica- 
tion and modern technique oust not only 
the architect but the craftsman also? This 
could be prevented if architects could 





; prove that their technical ability was such 
“that it could’ not be overlooked. The 
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common sense of the public would help in 
this, because there was bound to be a 
reaction against the form of collectivism 
essential to the carrying on of war. There 
were other problems. The big problem 
was the restoration of the building indus- 
try and its adaptation to new materials. 
The restoration of craftsmanship in tradi- 
tional and home-produced materials might 
do much to counteract the difficulties of 
shortage and to check those aspects’ of pre- 
fabrication which were a menace to the 
industry. 

Discussion. 

Miss J. Atpery said that Mr. Water- 
house had said the Public Relations 
Committee should be revived; but what 
was wanted was an Informal Relations 
Committee. The best way to achieve 
unity was by the free discussion of prob- 
lems among themselves. She pleaded for 
a continuance of open meetings. 

Mr. W. F. Grancer asked if the 
present meeting was not the outcome of a 
menforandum signed by a hundred mem- 
bers and Licentiates, and forwarded to 
the President asking that a general meet- 
ing should be held? Could the President 
give the reason why the War Executive 
Committee had turned that request down? 

The PresiDENnT said it was an entirely 
mistaken idea to regard the Council as a 
body on one side of a trench while the 
Institute was a body on the other side of 
that trench. The Council was a part of 
the Institute. The memorandum referred 
to had not asked that application be made 
for a general meeting, but application for 
a general meeting for a purpose which was 
not permissible. The powers of general 
meeting were much curtailed because of 
the unrepresentative character of a general 
meeting held in London. The Council had 
representatives from Allied Societies. all 
over the country, and of the present Coun- 
cil numbering sixty-eight or seventy mem- 
bers, thirty-three had eome in since the 
beginning of the war. During the attack 
on London it had been impossible to hold 
general meetings, but perhaps there would 
be other informal meetings after this one. 

Mr. GRrancer pressed for an election in 


The PresipEnt said he could not promise 
for his successor. ' 

Mr. A. H. Moserty said he took it the 
main reason for the change in the repre- 
sentation of the Allied Societies was that. 
those -societies had found it possible to 
hold elections. But the fact that suck 
elections had been held seemed to be used 
as a reason why the main body should 
not have elections. He put in a plea for 
the holding of an ordinary election for 
the Council next year. 

Mr. P. F. Burnerr said the Council 
should recognisé that thé lack of elections 
tended to put them out of touch with the 
rank and file. The Council should keep in 
touch by holding meetings of this kind 
several times a year. As to the relation- 
ship of this profession with ‘that of civil 
engineering, all knew that a large amount 
of work that should have come to archi- 
tects had not done so. This must be 
because of the view Government Depart- 
ments had taken of the architectural pro- 
fession before the war. He suggested that 
a committee be appointed: to inquire into 
the matter. 

Other speakers followed. 

The PREsIDENT said a committee had 
been appointed to stimulate the work of 
the Regional Planning Committee and to 
co-ordinate it with that of the R.I.B.A. 
Unification was a big subject, and as to 
the absorption of other societies, the 
R.I.B.A. had a debt to its members who 
had worked and got their qualification. 
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THE TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


ADDRESS BY MR. W. S. MORRISON. 


In an address to the annual general 
meeting of the Town Planning Institute 
on June 17, Mr. W Morztson, 
Minister of Town and Country Planning, 
having paid a tribute to the work of the 
founders and early members of the Insti- 
tute, including the late Thomas Adams, 
Mr. G. lL.» Pepler, Professor S. D. 
Adshead, the late Raymond Unwin, the 
late Professor Patrick Geddes, and Pro- 
fessor Patrick Abercrombie, said that the 
‘Town and Country Planning (Interim De- 
velopment) Bili now before Parliament 
‘was a modest one—the hors d’auvres of 
what, promised to be a considerable legis- 
lative banquet. But its main purpose was 
to make ready for what was to come. 

His Ministry was not, as he sometimes 
saw suggested, a post-war machine to be 
kept leisurely ticking over until the days 
. of peace returned. Its work was a true 
component of our total war effort and 
must be handled with all the thoroughness 
and persistence which more obvious ele- 
ments in that effort commanded. Those 
who were now serving and working were 
entitled to demand, in part payment of 
the debt which their country owed them, 
that the proper planning of their home- 
land should be pressed on against the day 
of their release; that the plans should 
then be ready, not for discussion, but for 
prompt execution. 

In the Bill now before Parliament he 
was seeking powers which would enable 
joint committees to perform their work 
more effectively. He was also seeking 
powers to enable him to set up a joint 
committee without the express request of 
any of the local authorities concerned. 
The whole development of the arts and 
sciences of planning had tended towards 
a wider view of planning needs. Much 
would depend upon the realisation of that 
trend by local authorities. He did not 
minimise the strength or the virtues of 
those tense loyalties on which our system 
of local government was founded and to 
which it owed so much. He hoped, how- 
ever, that the larger view necessitated by 
these days of swifter intercommunication, 
both physical and mental, would prevail 
spontaneously. 

He would be happy if he were never 
called upon to exercise powers for 
initiating a joint committee. Local autho- 
rities had a great opportunity for co- 
operating in a generous and friendly spirit 
to solve problems which, acting together, 
they could both comprehend and dispose 
of so much better than any central autho- 
rity. He believed that the Regional Plan- 
ning Officers, who were serving as liaison 
officers between his Ministry and _ local 
>) would be particularly valuable 

ere. 

Then there was the problem of the 
planners themselves. The researches upon 
which sound planning must in future be 
based would demand in an _ increasing 
degree the special knowledge of the 
statistician, the geographer, the agricul- 
tural economist, the transport expert, the 
social scientist, and many other experts. 
There would remain in the more local field 
an essential demand for sound professional 
qualifications in the architects, surveyors 
and engineers, upon whose sound work- 
manship the execution of all planning 
schemes would continue to depend. But 
they, too, would have to take acccount, 
more than they had been able to in the 
past, of the less material side of their 
task—of ‘considerations that ‘sprang from 
the quickened social consciousness of the 
country. : é : ; 


We must now: examine the sources from 
which the planners of the future were to 
be drawn and consider carefully how the 
various skills upon which the planning of 
the present and the future would fall 
could best be woven into that network of 
professions. _ That was the immediate 
problem. Then there was the longer 


range problem, They were studying this, 


actively in the new Ministry, and it was 
exercising the minds of far-sighted men 
and women outside it. 

There was to-day a much wider popular 
interest in the planning of our land than 
ever before. It was essential that it should 
become an instructed interest, .The people 
themselves must be recognised as partners 
in the planning enterprise; and, if they 
were to be partners, their partnership must 
be founded upon knowledge. There were 
already excellent voluntary agencies at 
work in different parts of the field. of 
honest enlightenment. They. were hard at 
work also in the Ministry, considering 
how best they could contribute to that 
persistent and sympathetic instruction of 
the public which was needed. There was 
a great appeal to be made to the eyes and 
ears and minds of the people—through 
the Press and the wireless, the lecture 
and the film, by exhibition displays, by 
models, by maps, by plans and by photo- 
graphs. He hoped that every local autho- 
rity would likewise make a point of 
studying its own problems of public inter- 
pretation. Mr. Morrison added that he 
anticipated that very soon it would be 
possible to arrange a new machinery for 
the pooling, between the British Govern- 
ment and the European countries which 
had suffered physical damage ‘at the hands 
of the enemy and were represented 
officially in London, of knowledge of 
planning developments. 

Tue Presrpent (Cot. W. S. Cameron, 
City Engineer of Leeds), in a statement on 
the Institute’s work during the past year, 
said that a report dealing with the train- 
ing of planners and the status of planning 
officers had been submitted to the Govern- 
ment by the Institute. It drew attention 
to the necessity for the co-operation of 
the Service Departments and Local Autho- 
rities; the former by enabling candidates 
for examinations to register and arranging 
for their release from the Forces as early 
as possible, and the latter by giving leave 
of absence to their staffs. 

The Professional Practice Committee 
had given attention to the Schedule of 
Professional Charges, and various altera- 
tions were being made. That Committee 
had also prepared a model form of agree- 
ment for use between a planning authority 
and a planning consultant. 

During the year 160 new members and 
students had been elected, including 
5 members, 1 legal member, 87 asso- 
ciate members, 2 legal associate mem- 
bers, 5 associates and 60 students, and 
12 associate members had been transferred 
to membership. 

In addition to the examinations held 
by the Town Planning Joint Examinations 
Board in this country, in Cape Town, 
Colombo, Johannesburg and Melbourne, 
arrangements had been made for thé 
examinations to be held in three prisoner- 
of-war camps in Germany. 

The meeting agreed- to-the -amendment 
of the Institute’s bye-laws to provide for 
the class of membership (non-technical) 
hitherto known as Associate to be 
renamed Honorary Associate, so that con- 
fusion which, as the President said, had 
existed ~-in- the’ public - mind- between 
Associate Members and Associates should 
be ‘avoided.’ "~ et seesay erie ashes: 
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HOUSING AND HEALTH 


MUNICIPAL AND COUNTY 
ENGINEERS’ 70th ANNIVERSARY. 


Tue 70th anniversary of the Institution 
of Municipal and County Engineers was 
celebrated on Friday last, when Mr, 
L. St. G. Wilkinson, Borough Engineer 
of Wallasey, was installed as President, 
In the afternoon a reception was held ip 
the Mansion House. 

The morning session was held in the 
Connaught Rooms, when Mr. Exnesr 
Brown, Minister of Health; gave a 
address. The retiring President (Mr. 
W. A. Macartney, City Engineer of Edin. 
burgh) was in the chair. : 

After paying tribute to the pioneers oj 
the Institution, the Minister said that 
much remained to be done, both to undo 
the evil effects which were part of the 
legacy of the industrial revolution, and 
to bring the conditions of all people into 
accord with the modern conception of a 
decent life for the citizen. Nevertheless, 
we could look back with proper pride to 
what had already been done; cholera no 
longer occurred, and in freedom from 
typhoid we led the world. What of the 
future? In river pollution prevention 
to-day, such was the call on labour and 
materials for the war effort. that it was 
difficult to hold our own. Many schemes 
for the improvement of sewage disposal 
had necessarily been held up. On thes 
purposes nearly £100,000,000 had bee 
spent since the last war, and a great ex- 
penditure would face us when we hai 
disposed of this war. Even more im. 
portant, in point of time, we must extend 
piped water supplies and sewerage systems 
to some parts of rural areas whose need 
of them was great. These two services 
were inevitably linked up with a forwari 
policy in rural housing and in agriculture, 

An adequate provision of houses, or, as 
he would prefer to say, homes, must be 
in the very front rank of post-war 
priorities. The British housewife deserved 
a salute after nearly four years of wal, 
and the very best that her country could 
do for’ her.. The members of the Institu- 
tion could apply to innovations and plans 
of all kinds for the future the acid tests, 
‘‘ Are the changes proposed a real im 
provement on the past? ”’ and, above all, 
** Will they work? ”’ 

In his presidential address, the new 
President, Mr. L. Sr. G. WiiKinson, sail 
that he thought it was the wish of the 
public that many of the Government con- 
trols should be removed as soon as possible 
after the war. The co-operation of all 
concerned with planning was extremely 
desirable, and he regretted the action o 
certain societies and institutions in takin 
advantage of present conditions to secur 
for themselves and their members personal 
advancement by sectional and not always 
unbiased propaganda. ; 

In the afternoon Mr. H. J. Manzoni 
(City Engineer, Birmingham) opened 4 
discussion on ‘‘ The Outlook for the 
Municipal Engineer.”’

DR. LANCHESTER’S LECTURE AT THE 
NATIONAL GALLERY. 


SpeAKING in the series of lectures in 
connection with the ‘‘ Greater London— 
Towards a Master Plan’’ Exhibition, 
organised by the London Regional Recon- 
struction Committee of the Royal- Insti- 
tute of British Architects, Mr. H. V. 
LancuesterR, Hon.Litt.D., F.R.IB.A., 
M.T.P.I., who dealt with ‘‘ Life in Recon- 
structed London,”’ said that one important 
factor in the preparation of future plan- 
ning schemes was that all the component 
factors must be treated as co-ordinated 
parts of one operation, otherwise no satis- 
factory solution could be arrived at. 
Hitherto there had been conflict both as 
to administrative areas and as to the 
economic aspects of the various services. 
Methods might be devised by which all 
bodies controlling areas forming part of 
the London Region could be built up into 
a single ‘‘ Federated ’’ group, so that each 
could take its destined part in one com- 
prehensive scheme. Again, it was equally 
important that the large concerns handling 
transport and other major public services 
should also be embodied in a _ general 
administrative council so that their 
economic structure might be viewed and 
dealt with as part of one organised pro- 
gramme, having the total effect on welfare 
as its objective, and not as the separate 
financial returns on which decisions were 
now based. ‘‘ It seems necessary,’’ said 
the speaker, ‘‘ to mention these points in 
order to explain the latitude taken in the 
reconstruction of the entire structure of 
the London Region, a reconstruction which 
defines specific areas for the various re- 
quirements of industry, housing, etc., and 
also separates these by all the main sur- 
face communications, leaving only the 
underground and tube systems as interior 
links between the grouped organisms 
which have been deliberately selected as 
representing the present component sec- 
tions of the vast conglomeration which is 
the London we know.”’ 


Two Dominating Features. 

Two main features dominated the plan, 
namely, the subdivision of the London 
inner and outer suburban areas into a 
number of separate groups and the pro- 
vision of open space in the form of a net- 
work between these groups through which 
all surface high-speed traffic would run. 
This reticulated pattern not only distri- 
buted open space more equitably, but pro- 
vided for a traffic scheme (using both rail 
and road) which would reduce the time 
occupied in necessary travel to and from 
work by something like 40 per cent. Three 
systems would contribute to this result. 
A reorganised suburban system separated 
from main line routes; fast omnibus and 
motor traffic on the new arterial roads; 
- and an expanded plan for the tubes and 
underground lines. In addition, the 
arterials would facilitate motor traffic in 
general to and from the central area, in 
which case much greater provision for 
parking would be needed in the City and 
West End. 

After giving’ the main heads under 
which the London Regional Reconstruction 
Committee had prepared its plan, Dr. 
Lanchester said that in continuation of 
those studies it was decided to lay down 
some general principles as guidance. in 
planning. Analysis of land areas indi- 
cated that much greater public open space 
could be provided as parkways around the 
built-up areas in’ which arterial roads and 
railways could be segregated. That might 
result in ineréased densities per acre 
locally but not as a whole, though open 
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space could be nearly doubled. Existing 
building on land desirable for open space 
would be scheduled for elimination when 
obsolete. Some land had already been 
scheduled as unsuitable for building de- 
velopment, and could be utilised at once. 
These green barriers surrounding urban 
groups might provide for recreation, 
allotments, market gardens, ete., and 
would afford sites for special types of 
schools and for hospitals. 

““We have all noticed the survival of 
local character and corsciousness which 
even in London itself extends to modes of 
speech and_ expression,’” added Dr. 
Lanchester, ‘‘and this community of 
spirit has been shown in the recorded 
reactions to recent intensive bombard- 
ment. It is to retain this. spirit, which 
has a definite value, that the plan adopted 
the principle of the ‘ reconstruction of 
urban areas.” By the segrégation of the 
main transit facilities in the parkways, 
the safety and comfort of the inhabitants 
in the urban groups are secured, and this 
strengthens the case for the re-establish- 
ment of definite boundaries. . . . 

‘‘The present 95 authorities (some of 
which would be subdivided) give well over 
100 ‘ townships’ 20;000 to 100,000 each, 
somewhat similar to a large country 
town which would be a comfortable living 
place, fully served with all the appropriate 
amenities within a reasonable distance, 
and this has many advantages over larger 
conurbations, both socially and economic- 
ally. It must be remembered that. when 
a large number of such groups are in close 
proximity, special provision has to be 
made both for separation and intercom- 
munication. They will be served by an 
underground and tube system improved 
by additional lines and _ interchange 
stations, and by marginal surface rail and 
road routes through open space and offer- 
ing a pleasant outlook. Each group or 
borough would be socially self-sufficing to 
an extent, reducing the need for travel.’’ 

On every plane of social life we found 
contacts easier to establish in smaller 
places. It was only in the more sophisti- 
cated aspects such as were developed in 
what were termed the learned societies 
that the contacts of the great city were of 
value; for all others its size made it a 
handicap, and it was on that ground that 
the subdivisions of London illustrated in 
the L.R.R.C. plan were justified; quite 
apart from the various general amenities 
and conveniences that they offered, such 
as routes of travel through attractive 
scenery, ample provision of open ground 
within easy reach, and, in the outer por- 
tion, well-chosen gardens, dairy farms, and 
accommodation land.. This enlargement 
of the theory of the ‘‘ green belt ’’ was 
now fully recognised, and the mapping out 
of the British Isles as a whole from this 
point of view was strongly advocated. 
Such a course would involve co-ordination 
between all the Regions, also the interests 
of agriculture and afforestation, and. the 
first step might well be taken by that of 
London in its relation to those around it.

Malden, Surrey). The carrying out of any 
works in the named areas, without prior 
notification to the Commission,. will render 
the person doing such works liable to for- 
feit the right to repayment by the Com- 
mission. 


ARCHITECTS IN 
SCOTLAND 


ROYAL INCORPORATION’S ANNUAL 
CONVENTIO 


THe annual convention of the Royal 
Incorporation of Architects in Scotland 
was held in Perth on May 27. The retiring 
President, Mr. Jonn Wisson, referred to 
the fact that there had been an increase 
in membership of 51 during the year; that 
the R.I.A.8. had been asked to join the 
Inter-Departmental Committee dealing with 
Post-War Building, and also to convene 
a committee which should see what possi- 
bility there was of having a unified mode 
of measurement for the United Kingdom. 

In a later speech, Mr. Wilson offered 
@ warning against too much haste in adopt- 
ing new methods of construction and mate- 
rials. If work was to be safeguarded 
against failure, it must be realised that 
present-day building technique might often 
require to be modified. It was a serious 
problem for the architect and builder to 
discriminate between the good and the bad 
and to discover the proper technique for 
using new materials. ‘‘If we have not 
done so already,’’ declared the speaker, 
‘‘we shall be forced to recognise that 
physical and chemical agencies cause a 
change in almost all materials when 
erected in a building structure. Some of 
the snags we have already encountered 
are: 

‘* Structural Problems.—The flat roofs 
do not always receive the attention they 
require. There is the question of proper 
insulation against heat from the sun’s rays 
—the proper surface. treatment of bitu- 
minous sheeting—the provision of expan- 
sion joists in large sections of reinforced 
concrete roofs. The trouble with external 
cement rendering—the crazing, cracking, 
discoloration, and the appearance of 
efflorescence. The nature of the brick is 
often one cause, but the access of moisture 
is possibly the main cause—defects in the 
covering of horizontal surfaces such as 
parapets, cornices and strings. 

‘* Possibly the more disastrous type of 
failure occurred in the walls of a building 
without a reasonable eaves overhang. In 
many buildings examination showed that 
failure commenced at the parapet and 
cornices. It is a matter for apprehension 
at the present time that failures are more 
common where parapets are used. 

‘* Beware of the colour-wash finish to 
cement rendering so common on the Con- 
tinent. The fog and the damp, and the 
smoke of our cities and towns do not give 
colour-washed cement a chance, unless the 
treatment is frequently renewed. I need 
not remind you of the failures due to the 
use of breeze and clinker aggregates in 
concrete due to the presence of unburnt 
coal. ; 

** Problems in  Materials.—There is 
trouble with certain jointless flooring 
where the ingredients corrode metalwork 
in direct contact. What of certain pro- 
prietary plasters? We have no clue as to 
the composition .and no general know- 
ledge of their essential characteristics. 
Need I remind you of the disaster follow- 
ing in certain cases where old lime point- 
ing has been renewed with cement pointing 
in brickwork? 

“T will not touch on the difficult ques- 
tion of sound insulation. I have only 
touched the fringe of the problem. 
Architects can at least insist’ that all 
materials used in a ae for which 
there are British Standard Specifications 
should comply ‘with these standards. 
also advise that an increasing use should 
be made of the Building Research Station 
when in doubt. 
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‘*T would emphasise that the ‘ one over- 
riding consideration is the general habita- 
bility of the dwelling.’ In short, next to 
food, man demands proper shelter and 
reasonable facilities. in a dwelling. Have 
we not assumed rather hurriedly that a 
building erected at the minimum cost of 
safe structure necessarily gives satisfactory 
habitability?’ Have we not given too 
much consideration to the constant stream 
of clever propaganda booklets dealing with 
this or that material without first satisfy- 
ing ourselves as to their durability? 

**In conclusion, it is only fair to state 
that the rush methods imposed on archi- 
tects at present are very largely respon- 
sible for many failures of all sorts, but this 
difficulty will have to be surmounted by

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BUILDING OPERA ‘IVES 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS TO 
26th ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


AppressinG the 26th annual conference 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives at Blackpool on 
June 22, Mr. J. W. Srepnenson (Presi- 
dent) reviewed the present conditions in 
the building industry. They had, he said, 
been able to effect a wage increase of 
id. per hour. That was not as much as 
they wanted or as much as they felt 
entitled to have and as the conditions 
warranted. They would continue in the 
endeavour to improve wage standards. 
As regarded working conditions on 
‘active service,’’ much hardship could 
be avoided if more care was exercised by 
the authorities and managements of con- 
tracts to enable building trades workers 
to work as near as possible to their homes, 
The health of building operatives called for 
much more consideration. Some progress 
had been made with holidays with pay, 
and there the employers had generously 
played their part. 

Speaking of the problems to be faced 
when the war ended, the President 
recalled that just such another situation 
as this had faced us at the end of the last 
war. _ Building trade workers had no 
reason. to become elated with the current 
illusions. They should rather infuse into 
the heated and rarefied atmosphere of 
post-war planning a cold, critical 
realism. 

“First of all,’’ declared Mr. Stephen- 
son, “it is necessary to deal with the 
Government itself. During the past 
twelve months we have acquired a rich 
experience of Government Departments in 
their dealing with war-time building. 
There are many such departments. To put 
things right there must be swift power of 
decision in regard to building—its loca- 
tion, initiation, financing, the mobilisation 
of the necessary skilled labour, the 
availability of materials and plant. That 
power of decision must be vested in one 
authority. We must have unity of com- 
mand, and that command must be able to 
cut through bureaucratic entanglements 
with the least delay. The Ministry of 
Works, because of its practical relation- 
ship with building operations, is the only 
Ministry that could exercise that autho- 
rity.’’ Building was a social service vital 
to the country, and ought not to be sub- 
ject to the drawbacks resulting from the 
interplay of private interests. Most 
assuredly Britain would not be rebuilt, 
efficiently and properly, unless existing 
Government controls were maintained and 
further strengthened during the post-war 
period. ; 

‘To rebuild Britain it was said that a 
labour force of 1,250,000 building workers 
would be needed. That meant a sub- 
stantial increase on those now in the 
industry and those who would resume 
their normal places in the industry when 
released from the Fighting Services. The 
education and vocational training of 
young building. workers would now pro- 
ceed in a better way than ever before. 
Whether that would attract boys to the 
industry in sufficient numbers or win the 
consent of parents for their sons to enter 
the industry was doubtful. There was 
need for a publicity campaign, a campaign 
in which the Unions and Federation 
should play the leading part. The 
Government, however, did not intend to 
rely solely on the National Apprentice- 
ship Scheme. It proposed to recruit and 
train, during the first three years of the 
building programme, a large number of 
adult workers to become permanent crafts- 
men. As after the last war the question

The crafts had been largely torn apart. 
The complex building skills, hitherto the 
preserve of the long-trained all-round 
craftsman, had been so divided that the 
periods of training were shortened. Men 
could become efficient in part of a craft 
or trade in a short time. 

‘‘The trend has been, and is,”’ said the 
President, ‘‘ to make building the realm 
of partly trained workers who, in the 
course of a few months, can become adept 
in a specialised process. We would be 
blind to our own interests if we did not 
fully and frankly. recognise the economic 
significance of these trends. The training 
the Government will give the dilutees will 
fit them for the simplified work of the 
crafts. There can be no doubt about that. 
Indeed, the presence of swarms of unem- 
ployed, strong, hardy, urged on by need, 
though unskilled in building, implies a 
huge influx of labourers into the building 
industry. Unless other factors intervene 
—and I can only think of one decisive 
factor, namely, the power of Building 
Trades Unionism—post-war building will 
be mainly the work of masses of semi- 
skilled labourers directed by higher tech- 
nicians and specialists, with the craftsmen 
sandwiched in between; and all beset, 
more than ever before, by the unemploy- 
ment and casual employment, the bad con- 
ditions, the bitter winters, which made 
our lives so wretched, our livelihoods so 
precarious, during the twenty years 
between the Great Wars.”’

MR. HICKS’S SPEECH. 

Mr. George Hicks, M.P. (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary, Ministry of Works), 
addressed the Conference on June 24. 
Mueh of our war job was done,,said Mr. 
Hicks. The Ministry of Works was, 
however, still increasing its responsibili- 
ties. . Recently, it was instructed to take 
over the building work formerly done by 
the Ministry of Aircraft Production. It 
had also been decided that the Ministry 
of Works should similarly take over the 
building work of the Ministry of Supply, 
and that transfer was, in fact, now taking 
place. <A little while ago we had com- 
pleted the last of our great ordnance fac- 
tories, and from the labour point of view 
it was one of the most brilliant jobs in 
the whole war. ‘‘ We are ‘still build- 
ing. We are, for instance, building camps 
for prisoners of war. We hope to have to 
build a good many more in the near 
future.”’ 


Control of the Building Industry. 

Speaking on the great administrative 
work of the Department,.the general 
direction of the building industry, the 
Parliamentary Secretary said that regis- 
tration of builders was the first important 
step towards order out of chaos. All 
registered builders were bound to observe 
standard conditions, and the Ministry of 
Works had set up machinery to see that 
they were observed. The Government 
had expressed its readiness to continue 
that sanction, with all that it meant 
should both sides of the industry agree 
on some form of guaranteed employment. 
As regarded the control of building mate- 
tials, bricks and cement were controlled as 
to manufacture and supply. Cement 
prices were controlled; brick prices would 
be controlled soon. 

After: touching on subjects such as rural 
cottages, welfare, and the training and 
apprenticeship council, Mr. Hicks — re- 
ferred to the work of the Post-War Build- 
ing Directorate. All ‘interests concerned 
in the scientific and technical side of 
building were now linked, he said, in

Under the Essential Work (Building ‘and Civil Engineering) Order, 1942 (Addendum - 
No. 7/1943), the Payment by Results Joint Advisory Panel has approved rates for machine 
excavation to cover machines with bucket capacities up to 2} cub. yds.

- POST-WAR HOUSES 


THE COST OF BUILDING MATERIALS. 


_Mr. Wa. McKrynett, chairman, pre- 
siding at the seventh annual meeting of 
the Building Societies Association in Lon- 
don last week, said the provision of the 
post-war houses must be essentially a co- 
operative effort with all proved and trust- 
worthy sources of supply contributing 
their due quota. One of the more im- 
portant factors contributing to complexity 
was the doubt which existed in regard to 
the level of building costs after the war. 
If their experience after the last war was 
any guide, there would be an initial period 
when costs were im process of adjusting 
themselves to a new post-war equilibrium. 

“* This will present various difficulties,”’ 
said Mr. McKinnell. “ Enterprise will be 
discouraged if prices are believed to be 
at a conspicuously artificial level and if 
there is also a belief that there will sooner 
or later be an adjustment to a substan- 
tially lower level: The building societies, 
for instance, will clearly have difficulty in 
determining a lending policy which will 
be most serviceable -to their members 
under such conditions. If, as is implicit 
in many discussions, some form of Govern- 
ment financial assistance is required in 
connection with post-war housing, I per- 
sonally feel that this assistance could be 
used to the best advantage of all concerned 
if it were immediately applied to the 
stabilisation of essential building mate- 
rials at a reasonable level. 


_‘“The experience of subsidising essen- 
tial foodstuffs during the war provides a 
Suggestive precedent. Obviously more 
money would have to be applied in this 
way in the early stages of the rebuilding 
scheme, but by degrees the demands upon ’ 
the national finances would taper off and 
presumably would: sooner or later cease 
altogether. There’ is an almost unanimous 
verdict that the cash subsidies applied 
after the last war, besides being im- 


‘mensely costly, failed in their chief pur- 


pose, but the subsidisation of essential 
materials on the lines. which I have 
sketched would be much more likely to be 
of lasting benefit to all concerned.”’ 








IN PARLIAMENT .. 


Output of Bricklayers. 

CaPtaIN GaMMANS asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Works what would be the additional cost 
of erection of a parlour-type working-class 
house ‘on the assumption that a reason- 
able output for bricklayers for an eight- 
hour day was 240 and 336 bricks for 44-in. 
and 9-in. brickwork, respectively, as com- 
pared with normal pre-war output; what 
would be a fair percentage increase in the 
time of erection of such a house to allow 
on this account; and if his plans for post- 
war buildinig were based on the assump- 
tion that-such an output is reasonable. 

Mr. Hicks said in earlier replies he 
had made it clear that- the figures now 
quoted related specifically to the basic 
datum from. which calculations of bonus 
were made, as laid down in the Payment 
by Results Scheme under the Essential 
Work Order. They did not popecamnt the 
actual daily output of a bricklayer, but 
provided the theoretical basis by reference 
to which the bonus payments for output 
above these figures were to be reckoned. 
He was supplying, in reply to~a later 
question, information as to the actual 
number of bricks which were being laid 
in a working day. In those circum- 
stances, the purpose which Captain 
Gammons had in mind would not be 
served by his making, on a purely hypo- 
thetical basis, the calculations referred to 
in the question. 

Mr. Viant asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
whether he could state the number. of 
bricks actually being laid per working 
day under the operation of the system of 
payment by results; and whether there 
was any rule laid down. by the _ brick- 
layers’ trade unions which regulated the 
daily output of their members. 

Mr. Hick said that inquiry had shown 
that during the three months ended 
April 30, 1943, on 372 sites for which 
accurate fa had been kept, the num- 
ber of bricks laid per bricklayer per 10- 
hour day on brickwork left rough was :—

Rural Cottages: Tenders. 

Captain GaMMANS asked the Minister of 
Health if the prices tendered for the 3,000 
houses to be erected in rural areas were 
based upon the figures of 240 and 336 
bricks per day for 43-in. and 9-in. brick- 
work, respectively; and to what extent 
the high: prices tendered were due’to this 
artificial limitation of output as compared 
with the pre-war figures. ; 

Mr. E. Brown said that tenders had 
been invited on the understanding that 
the Essential Work Order should apply. 
He then referred Captain Gammans to 
Mr. Hicks’s earlier reply. 


Rural Cottages: Area and Price. 

Mr. B. Taytor asked the Minister of 
Health if he would state the superficial 
area of the proposed rural houses and the 
price per superficial foot as contained in 
the tenders. 

Mr. E. BRown said that the superficial 
area of houses, including outbuildings, 
illustrated in the plans issued to the local 
authorities concerned ranged from 1,046 
to 1,136 square feet for parlour houses and 
from 870 to 1,036 square feet for non- 
parlour houses. The price per foot super 
represented by tender prices received 
which councils had been authorised to 
accept varied from 13s. 5d. to 16s. 11d. 
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HOUSING IN NEW 
ZEALAND. 


HOUSING CENTRE LECTURE. 

A picture of the town planning and 
housing position in New Zealand was 
given to the Housing Centre recently 
by Miss Nancy Northcott, a New Zealand 
architect, who is in this country for the 
purpose of studying our housing methods. 

Miss Norrucort said that little or no 
town planning had been done in New Zea- 
land by the Government or by local autho- 
rities. A Town Planning Act was passed 
in 1926, and-since then had several times 
been amended. It required all local autho- 
rities responsible for a population of 1,000 
or more to prepare a town plan and submit 


“it to the Town Planning Board for appro- 


val. Out of about twenty such authorities 
only about three had submitted a plan, 
and a few more had plans in preparation. 
It was a common delusion that there was 
plenty of land available for building, but 
they were up against the same brick wall 
of compensation to landowners, and local 
authorities did not seem willing to face 
this problem. 

Much the same kind of housing. prob- 
lems existed in New Zealand (continued 
Miss Northcott) as in Great Britain. There 
was a shortage of houses due to the sus- 
pension of building during the last war 
and during the depression period of 1931 
to 1934. There were slums consisting 
chiefly of two-room timber houses which 
were falling down. The Housing Survey 
Act of 1935 required all local authorities 
of places with a population of 1,000 and 
upwards to make a survey of their hous- 
ing position. From these surveys it was 
found that 15,000 people would have to be 
rehoused because of overcrowding, and 
65,000 because their houses did not come 
up to the Government’s minimum standard 
of accommodation. There was a State 
Advance Corpesssion which lent money at 
low rates and housing was one of the pur- 
poses for which loans were advanced. 
Plans had to be approved by the Govern- 
ment before a loan was made. Between 
1926 and 1940, 16,000 people had built 
houses under the scheme.

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In 1936 a new Government came into 
power with a housing policy. They pro. 
ceeded to build houses themselves. Loans 
were granted to a number of local authori- 
ties, but by far the greater part of public 
housing was done direct by the Govern- 
ment, which had built between 8,000 and 
9,000 houses. The Government bought the 
land, laid out the sites, drew up plans 
and specifications of quantities, and called 
for tenders from private builders. 

The Government’s boast with regard to 
their housing programme was that no two 
houses would look alike, and they seemed 
to have made good that boast. They 
bought up about 300 type plans, and, in 
addition, did some designing themselves 
at Wellington. There were three types of 
Government dwelling : the pil eo de- 
tached house, the unit type house, and the 
block of flats. The detached house was 
always a single-storey building. The mini- 
mum site area was 24 perches. 

The plan varied from two to four bed- 
rooms with a living-room and dining 
alcove (dining-room in the larger. sizes), 
kitchen, bathroom, and separate w.c., a 
laundry, and perhaps a sun-porch. The 
houses were well equipped with electricit 
and most of them with gas as well. 
Generally speaking, all modern conveni- 
ences were installed. They were usually 
built of timber, but some were constructed 
of brick and others brick veneer—timber 
with a cavity and an outer surface of brick 
appearance. Inner walls were covered 
with wallboard and then papered. Foun- 
dations were of concrete—not a raft, - but 
piles supporting timber joists. The one- 
unit houses were intended for single 
people. Most of the dwellings were of 
two- or four-unit size and had two storeys.

The party, having been welcomed by 
Mr. Harland and by Mr. Thomas Wallis, 
F.R.1.B.A. (of Messrs. Wallis, Gilbert and 
Partners, the architects for the work), was 
then taken on a comprehensive tour of 
inspection of the factory, visiting first the 
administrative section, with its fine 
board-room suite, and following on 
through the various departments of the 
works, ending with the works and staff 
canteens, in the latter of which tea was 
served. 


The factory was begun before the war § 


and is not, therefore, a typical war-time 
building. An extension at the rear is now 
in course of construction and a new sec- 
tion of considerable extent has been 
designed to connect with the right-hand 
side of the main building, but set back 
to provide a forecourt. 

The visitors were impressed with all 
they saw in this fine factory, and a vote 
of thanks was passed to the company for 
its generous hospitality.

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BUILDING APPRENTICESHIP 
AND TRAINING COUNCIL 


Tue work of providing an adequate and 
well-trained personnel for the post-war 
building programme has already been put 
in hand by Lord Portal’s Building Appren- 
ticeship and Training Council, which is 
under the chairmanship of Sir Malcolm 
Trustram Eve. A General Purposes Com- 
mittee has been elected, with the following 
instructions, een are to be considered 

‘urgent ”” 

(1) to review’ all existing schemes of 
apprenticeship training in building crafts ; 

(2) to’ rgview the present position of pre- 
employment education in building in the 
junior technical schools, trade schools (in 
Scotland), and in senior full-timg courses. 
(Statistics as to the numbers available for 
employment at different periods should be 
compiled) ; 

(3) to to consider the measures to be taken 
during the war :— 

(a) for the employment and training 
of boys coming out of junior technical 
schools and trade schools, ° 

(b) for stimulating technical educa- 
tion in building, - 

(c) for ensuring early demobilisation of 

(i) youths who were in apprentice- 
ship or a full-time technical course in 
building, 

(ii) men suitable as instructors and 
teachers ; 

(4) to estimate for the post-war period : 

(a) the numbers of building craftsmen 
likely to be available for each trade, 

(b) the numbers of apprentices in 
training for each trade, 

(c) the prospective requirements of 
craftsmen and apprentices over a period 
of years and the manner in which they 
can be met; 

(5) to consider the provision of teachers 


‘and instructors; and 


(6) to make recommendations thereon to 
the full Council. 
A general direction was given to the 


'General Purposes Committee to receive 


_ the views of the Scottish members and 


members associated with a particular trade 
on all questions Affecting Scotland and 
that trade respectively. At the inaugural 
meeting of the Council, the policy outlined 
for the Council in the "Report on ‘ Train- 
ing for the Building Industry’”’ of the 
Central Council for Works and Buildings 
was discussed and unanimously endorsed.
